T one time this particular location was known as 
North Shore, later as Cityville, later still as Fac- 
toryville, and when, in 1866, the village of New 

Brighton was incorporated, it assumed its present name. 
From the earliest date of civilization on the Island, this 
place has been of historical importance. Shortly after 
his arrival in America, in 1683, Governor Dongan built 
a handsome residence here. Its exact location was in the 


and Dongan, Cedar and Bodine streets 
burned down on Christmas, 1878.

WEST NEW BRIGHTON POST-OFFICE. 


There was a post office at this place as far back as 
1829; but weare only able to locate it first in Richmond 
street, just off Castleton avenue. Paul Mersereau Jr., was 
postmaster. ٥۸ list of unclaimed letters reveals several 
names familiar to us to-day. 

Like all other post-offices it was more or less affected 
by changes in the National Administration and it left 
obscure little Richmond street, to locate here and there, 
and we find it in the brick building on the Terrace, 
opposite Van street. For many years it was in the Chris- 
topher building. near the Rapid Transit Railroad station, 
and later in the old Neptune Club house, now a store- 
house for the C. W. Hunt Co. In 1889 it was removed 
toits present quarters. Forty vears ago the postmaster's 
salary was $100 per annum, with no allowance for ex- 
penses whatever. 

Robert Preston Brown, the present Postmaster, is a 
native of Rahway, N. J., where he was born in 1844,

came to Staten Island when he was sixteen years of age. 
In 1862, he enlisted in Company C, Thirtieth Regiment, 
N. J. Volunteers, with which organization he served part 
of his term, and the remainder in Reynold's New York 
Battery. In 1882, President Arthur appointed him post- 
master. During his first term the office was raised from 
third to second class, and on July ,د‎ 1890, it was made 
a free delivery office. 


Mr. Brown was retained in office by President Cleve- 
land, and re-appointed by President Harrison in 1889. 
He also served through President Cleveland’s second 
term, and was re-appointed by President McKinley 
in 1900, and by President Roosevelt in 1904, thus making 
a continuous term of service of twenty-three years.

Early in its history Tompkinsville was incorporated by 
an act of the Legislature; but so little interest was taken 
in the matter later, that the charter was allowed to 
lapse, and when Edgewater and New Brighton were 
incorporated, each included a part of the old village. It 
is both a residential and business centre, and its geogra- 


phical position will enable it to remain so throughout all 
time. 


TOMPKINSVILLE POST-OFFICE. 


The Tompinsville post-office is located on Griffin 
street, where it was established several years since. It 
is one of the oldest post-offices in the county, and has 
changed officials many times since the little office first 
opened in an old stone building that stood on the corner 
of Griffin and Sarah Ann streets. 

The present postmistress is Miss Mary L. McRoberts, 


daughter of the late Hugh McRoberts and a graduate of 
St. Peter’s Academy. She was first appointed by Presi- 
dent McKinley, and was re-appointed by President 
Roosevelt. Tompkinsville is one of the heaviest popu- 
lated post-office districts in the Borough of Richmond. 
Added to this is the principal Lighthouse Department of 
the Atlantic coast and the official harbor anchorage of 
the U. S. Revenue service. To meet the necessary 
demand Miss McRoberts has instituted many improve- 
ments in the office. It was through her efforts that the 
free delivery system was adopted in Tompkinsville.

¡with human blood, when it belonged to the aborigines, 
| when tribal questions were to besettled, and when re- 


vengeful exploits were to be executed. 

And here, too, on these shady pleasure grounds, the 
sturdy Dutchmen of the Seventeenth Century fought 
with a heroism that will always command admiration— 
even though the cause was not always just—and amid 
defeats and victories they planted here the seeds of 
American civilization on this continent. 

The fact that a portion of Silver Lake is ‘‘bottomless,”’ 
gave to it a power, unbounded in its control over the 
superstitions of the untutored Indians. According to 
tradition, when some extreme measure was to be settled, 
the representatives of the tribes involved would make 
their compacts over that exact spot, the breaking of 
which meant death in its most cruel form. 

But there came a time when the foot of the red man 
pressed this soil no more. War, disease and time, all 
relentless in their onward march, crowded aside the origi- 
nal owners, until the ‘‘last of the Aquehongas" laid down 
to sleep with their fathers in the old French grave-yard 
at Marshland. 

It is said that Silver Lake (although unknown by that 
name atthe time) had a peculiar fascination for Sir 
William Howe, and that during his stay on Staten Is- 
land, in 1776, he repeatedly visited the place, in company 
with his generals or members of his personal staff. He

HEN this flourishing section was known as Dec- 
ker's Ferry, there were probably within the 
limits of the present village two dozen cottages 

of Dutch style of architecture. One of these stood where 
the old Continental Hotel (Danners) now stands, and 
three or four still stand up shore. The old Reformed 
Dutch Church was the solitary place of worship on the 
North Shore. 

Soon after the Revolution the Ferry was purciased 
by Gozen Ryerss, and the name was changed to Ryerss’ 
Ferry. He built the house for his residence which in 
time became known as the Continental Hotel. A few
